We have made a special study of the penal sys- 
tem in Canada particularly as it affects the juvenile 
delinquency having had the guidance of such men as 
Rey. Harry Atkineon and Judge Hamilton, both recog- 
nized Canadian authorities on the subject and we feel 
that too much attention cunnot be given to our whole 
penal system. 

The aim of confinement in a jail or reform 
school is to remold the charaeter of the inmate as well 
as punish. Itis a fundamental principle that when a 
person is convicted and serves the sentence, whether 
he be paroled before the expiration of the period or not 
he is turned back into society a free man and no one 
He or 
she has paid the price and it is the duty of the public to 
show their own true citizenship by extending the right 
hand of fellowship in more than a formal grip, 


has a right to cast a reflection on his honesty, 


Human nature is frail and from our own study 
of the matter we believe that much of the crime, and 


this is especially true of what is termed repeaters, could 


be prevented if the citizens extended a sheltering’ 


environment and built up the character of the one re- 
leased by helpful guidance and companionship.

Letter to the Editor 


DEAR SIR: 
Can Keho Dome Oil Stock ever reach $10,00 per share? 


It sounds crazy. But let's see what the pos- 
sibilities might be.

PETROLEUM 
PRICES ACT 


(CHAPTER VI.) 


This Act provides that in case upon an 
inquiry held under The Public Inquir- 
ies Act, it is recommended either by 
an interim or a final report that the 
price to be paid for any petroleum 
product or any kind or description 
thereof be fixed in any manner, the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
fix the price tor petroleum products 
in any designated area or areas of the 
Province to be paid to producers, re- 
finers, wholesalers, jobbers and retail, 
ers.

When a price is fixed for any pet- 
roleum, agreements for the purchase 
or sale of petroleum in the Province 
in existence at the time the price is 
fixed are yaried so that the price con. 
forms to the fixed price. 


The selling of any petroleum 
product in respect of which an order 
has been made at a price other than 
the fixed price is declared to be an 
offence punishable on summary cou- 
viction in the case of a corporation 
by a fine of not more than 81,000 and 
costs and in the case of any other per- 
son bya Ane of not more thin $200 
and costs and in default of payment 
to imprisonment for a term vf not 
more than 60 days,

STANDARDS OF 


BDUCATION 
by Rev. Peter Dawson 


In the last iesue of the 
Chronicle "J.B." invites answer 
to his question “What About 
It?’ Had J,B, been following 
this series of articles on Educa- 
tional Standards and had his 
few years as chairman of a 
school board been of value to 
him it would not be necessary 
to answer his question for he 
would have hbeeninformed. 
This is evident from the very 
first statement he makes: “to 
show the difference between 
the government of Gt, Britain 
and the system which is trying 
to be put into force in Alberta.” 


Now as I stated in a prev- 
ious article they have the large 
school administration in Great 
Britain. In England 317 local 
schooi authorities are required 
to serve the educational) needs 
of forty million people, while 
in Alberta alone until 1936 there 
were 3,734 school districts with 
5,815 class rooms in operation 
and 11,300 school trustees look- 
ing after theirneeds. Alberta's 
population is around 810,000, 


Again “J.B.” takes a state 
ment from a London paper. He 
does not give the name of the 
London paper nor does he state 
that itisan exact quotation— 
aud concludes by saying “Notice 
the difference in this province 
—in all Canada for that matter 
—the government is not bearing 
ten per cent of the cost, It all 
comes out of the Property or 
business men. Not one cent of 
|coming out of the general reve- 
'nue of the province goes to 
ward education. What about 
it?” 


“J Bis‘ statements are not 
consistent ——be says “The 
government is not bearing 10 
pervent of the cost and in the 
same breath he says “Not one 
cent coming out of the general 
revenue of the province goes 
toward educatiao." 


Now;—the Government is 
spending in the fiscal year of 
1939—1940 the sum of $2,795, 
583.00 for education and its 
administration and this comes 
out of the general revenue ot 
the province. When J-B. states 
“the government is not bearing 
10 per cent of the cost** we tuke 
it that the province is paying 
something of thecost. Are we 
therefore to assume that Edu- 
cation aod its administration in 
this province costs more than 
$27 000,000?
